The country has more cp- 
pressed nationalities than any other 
m Europe. 

Besides the six million Serbs, 
there are almost five million Croa- 
tians, about a million Slovenians, a 
million Macedonians, more than 
seven hundred thousand Germans 
and deveral hundre¢c thousand each 
of Hungarians, Albanians and Mon- 
tenegrins. 


SERBS HERE AGAINST WAR 


Until the summer of 1939, the Ser- 
bian bourgeoisie ruled with a 
ferocity . rivaled only by Tsarist 
Russia. Fearful, however, that the 
oppression of the Croatians would 
afford -a pretext tc Germany and 
Italy for cutting the country up, 
the Serbians agreed to a “unity”

, month extra on trips to the north 
"coast of Spain, and $30 extra for 
voyages to Africa and India. 


HIT WAR BID 


The meeting passed a resolution 
banding HR 1776 “an informal dec- 
laration of war calculated to thrust 
the American people into a bilood- 
bath which they do not want and 
from which they have nothing to 
gain.” The war, said the resolution, 
is being fought for markets and a 
redivision of colonial empires. 


“In the first World War, 120,000 


American men and boys lost their 
lives,” says the resolution. “We got 
in return, some 20,000 new million- 
aires—one millionaire for every six 
déad Americans. 

“Six American workers for one 
Jabor- -hating millionaire is no bar- 
“gain for us. If the bankers and in- 
Custrialists want this war, let them 
go to Eng or to Germany and 
join the there. As a matter 
of fact, they can even show their 
good faith by joining the United 
States Army.

ATHENS, Feb. 14 (UP)—A 
pounding Greek offensive’ that al- 
ready has snared betwen 7,000 and 
8.000 prisoners is rolling the Italian 
army back with “disastrous losses 
all along the Albanian front from 
the Jugoslav frontier to the Adri- 
atic, Greek radio reports said to- 
night. 

Several thousand prisoners, in- 
cluding many high Fascist officers, 
were seized at one point alone and 
in various sectors the Italians were 
reported to be in “complete rout” 
after being driven from mountain 
positions which they had believed 
to be impregnable. 

In the past 24 hours, an official 
spokesman said, the Greek forces 
have carried out three successful as- 
saults, one against “the most im- 
portant objectives on the whole 
front.” 


DESPERATE RESISTANCE 


The Italians after putting up des- 
perate resistance were routed, leav- 
ing fortified positions as well as 
prisoners and war materials in the 
hands of the Greeks, the spokes- 
man said. 

News of the smashing offensive, 
announced jubilantly by the Athens 
radio, followed official announce-

Are Available 


Newspaper stories from Albany show 
just who is to get the gravy from Gov.

While relief is slashed by some $7,000,000 
and state aid for schools is cut 2 per cent,

Splendid work by the CIO Warehouse 
emiployes and the local organization of the 
National Negro Congress!
